Acknowledgement of Applicant's Amendments 
1 . The amendment made in Claims 5 and 22 in the After Final Amendment filed August 20, 
2004 has not been entered because the amendment raises a new issue. The claims prior to 
amendment were not directed to webs that are 'bi - directionally shrinkable such that each has a 
first shrinkage percentage in the longitudinal direction and a second shrinkage in the lateral 
direction' or a splice tape having 'a third shrinkage percentage in the lateral direction and a 
fourth shrinkage percentage in the longitudinal direction' or a web and splice tape in which the 
'first shrinkage percentage of the continuous web substantially matched the third shrinkage 
percentage of the adhered splice tape and the second shrinkage percentage of the continuous web 
substantially matched the fourth shrinkage of the splice tape. The amendment would therefore 
require further search and consideration to be completely addressed. If the amendment were to 
be entered, the amended claim would overcome the prior art currently of record.
